Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  my  Annual  Report  for 
year  1945. 

In  accordance  with  the  instructions  of  the  Ministry 
of  Health,  emphasis  continues  to  be  placed  upon  the 
importance  of  Water  Supply  : the  supply  continues  to  be 
satisfactory  both  in  quality  and  quantity.  Terminal 
chlorination  requires  to  be  maintained,  although  not  to  a 
high  initial  dosage.  Bacteriological  examination,  both  of 
raw  water,  and  after  treatment  (chlorination)  are  made 
quarterly. 

Birth  Rate. 

With  the  return  of  so  many  evacuated  families  and 
refugees,  the  number  of  births  (124)  has  returned  to  near 
the  pre-war  figure,  the  rate  however  (14.60  per  1,000 
population)  being  an  increase  on  pre-war  years. 

Death  Rate. 

This  is  again  unstandardised,  but  14.48  per  1,000 
population  is  lower  than  last  year  (17.10).

Diphtheria  Immunisation. 

Seventy-eight  children  aged  1 to  6 years,  and  fifty- 
two  children  aged  5 to  15  years  were  fully  protected. 

The  Immunising  Agent  used  in  all  cases  was  Alum 
Precipitated  Toxin  in  two  doses  of  0.4  cc  and  0.5  cc. 

My  sincere  thanks  are  again  due  to  Health  Visitor, 
Miss  Lee,  for  her  able  help  in  this  work.

Foreign  Fishing  Boats  now  using  the  Port  are  visited  at 
frequent  intervals  and  conditions  have  been  found  generally 
satisfactory.  Three  boats  have  been  treated  for  Bed  Bug 
infestation.
